Tho New York Post, which is ever 
fighting for the kingdom of satan in 
politics and economic questions, says that 
all workingmen should be free traders. 
Why ? Bat the Post does not see fit to 
explain why. 
Here are a few facts for the Post and the 
wcrkibgmen to consider. -The larger the 
imports of manufactured articles to this 
country, the worse it is for manufactur­ 
ers and workingmen. There can be no 
doubt about that. 
That policy which 
compels the largest possible 
amount 
manufacturing done in the United States, 
is best for the country and best for the 
working people. 
Enough money is paid 
every year by the American people to 
foreign workmen to give full work at 
fair wages to every man in this country 
now cut of employment. Every dollar sent 
abroad .for articles which could be pro­ 
duced at home, to the extent of th3 la­ 
bor represented in jsuch articles, is just 


bo much withheld from workmen in this 
country. Glance ever a lis of imports 
for tho past year and figure up the mil­ 
lions of •dollars sent from the United 
States to Europe, and estimate how 
much cf this would have been distribut­ 
er among American workingmen if they 
had been protected in their right to 
b apply the markets of their own conntry. 
The following list leaves oat a number 
of minor articles which woald largely 
swell the aggregate:

It is not only true that American work* 
logmen could have just as well per­ 
formed the labor for which foreigners 
have been paid this vast sum; it is also 
true that many of them Deeded the money 
thus sent abreed, and that some of them 
Levo remained idle because work to 
which they were accustomed and could 
best perform was not to bs bad.

K a n sa s City, Mo., Aug. 5 .—“Holdup 
your hands,” was the command that aston­ 
ished the passengers on tho St. Paul 
“sleeper” attached to the rear of the W a­ 
bash Western express as it pulled out of 
Harlem at 8:50 o’clock Saturday evening. 
The command -as spoken by one of two 
mon whoso [fa. - were concealed behind 
handkerchiefs wk had entered the roar of 
the coach. 
The passengers turned to ascertain the 
sourco of command and looked into the 
threatening muzzles of two revolvers. All 
hands went up. 
“Tho first man who offers 
resistance will bo shot down by our man on 
tho platform.” 
There was no man on tho 
platform, but tho passengers submitted. 
There were seven people in the coach, five 
passengers, tho sleeping car conductor, 
and 
the 
porter. 
One robber “ wont 
through” tho passengers one by one, while 
the other, with the revolver in his hand, 
kept a watchful lookout for sigils of oppo­ 
sition. 
In this way the plunderer secured 
all tho booty lie could, and when it was all 
over and the robbers escaped the passen­ 
gers found they had been relieved of $175 
in cash and two gold watches. 
It was evi­ 
dently the intention of the thieves to rob 
tho passengers in all the coaches, “ work­ 
ing” the train from the rear, for as they 
left tho sleeper they again cautioned the 
occupants to not give tho alarm under 
penalty of being shot by “ the man on the 
platform.” 
They then started for tho next one 
ahead. 
On the platform they mot tho 
conductor of tho train, John Roach. 
One 
of tho robbers pushed his revolver under 
the conductor’s nose and ordered him to 
throw up his hands. 
Tho conductor had 
no weapon, but he carried his lantern in 
his hand and with that he dealt one of 
tho men a vicious blow on the head, 
smashing the lantern’s glass and extin­ 
guishing the light. 
Simultaneously with 
his assault the other robber fired a shot at 
him. 
The bullet missed its mark. 
Tho 
first robber had by this time recovered 
himself and ho too took a shot at the con­ 
ductor. 
His aim was no more precise than 
his partner’s. 
The robbers then with one 
more parting shot swung off from the 
steps of the car. 
The train was running at the rate of 
twenty-fit e miles an hour—too fast for 
anyone to jump off without endangering 
his life, and Conductor Roach did not at­ 
tempt it. 
Ho swung out beyond the side 
of tho car, however, and saw the robbers 
rise and make for tho dirt road that leads 
to Kansas City. That was the last seen of 
them. 
Tho train was stopped as quickly as 
possible, but it was a mile beyond the 
place whore the robbers escaped. 
W. H. 
Bonne]], special agent of the road, was a 
passenger in the smoking car. Learning of 
the robbery he immediately set to work to 
begin the chase for the robbers. He ordered 
the train run to Randolph, a few miles 
ahead, and there he uncoupled tho engine 
and run it tack to Harlem. 
There he 
found Deputy Sheriff Tomlinson. Guards 
were stationed at the approaches of the 
bridge to prevent the robbers’ entrance 
into Kansas City and two posses were 
organized to scour tho country for the 
fugitives. 
$ Tho robbers are described as rather 
youthful, not over 20 or 23 years of age, 
of slight build, and dressed something like 
farmers’ boys, 
No one saw their faces 
except the conductor, and by the dim 
light of his lantern he received no definite 
impression of thoir features. 
Sheriff Tomlinson's posse returned Sun­ 
day morning after an almost fruitless 
search for the robbers. 
They succeeded in 
tracing the men to a farm house on the dirt 
road whore it is known they stole a horse 
from a farmer named Evans. 
The tracks 
of the animal were traced to a bend in the 
river, where footprints in the sand show 
that two men probably dismounted. 
At 
this point all trace of the bandits was lost. 
It is very likely they crossed the river and 
boarded a train for Leavenworth on the 
Kansas City & Northwestern road and es­ 
caped by that means to Leavenworth and 
thence to some point in Nebraska. 


IN A SAD PLIGHT* 


A M ichigan Farmer W andering in New 
York in a Dem ented State. 


N e w Y o r k, Aug. 5.—A man who gava 
his name as John P. Swanson of Luding­ 
ton, Mason county, Mich., was found 
about 3:30 o’clock this morning by a 
, policeman of the Twenty-third sul»-precinct 
1 wandering aimlessly about in tile rear of 
18 East Forty-third street and was taken 
to tile station house at tho Grand Central 
depot. 
Ho had a cut on his hoad, evi­ 
dently received from a fall, and during 
lucid intervals it was learned that ho was 
a farmer in the town where he lived 
and was a native of Sweden. 
He was 
apparently well-to-do and had a gold 
watch and chain, a ticket to Europo and 
$205 in money. 
He came to the city 
Thursday about 3 o’clock in tho afternoon 
and put up at the Hotel Wellington on 
Madison avenue and Forty-second street, 
where nothing further was known of him 
than what appeared on tho register, which 
only gave his name. 
When taken to tho 
station houso ho appeared in great distress 
about the loss of some money which ho had 
sent to a relative of his wife and which he 
had not received. 
He also said that he 
had held several political offices, among 
them that of poormaster of the county 
where lived. 
He was committed to a cell, 
where ho prayed continually. 
Ho was 
subsequently sent to Bellevue hospital

rain in Indiana and Kentucky. In the 
cotton region tho crop was much Improved, 
except in the eastern portions, where it 
was in j ured by excessive rains. Tho weather 
was favorable in Pennsylvania, but exces­ 
sive rains prevailed in New Jersey, New 
York and New England.

Liv inostov, M ont, Aug. f».—The Rev. 
T. DeW itt Talmage, D I)., of Brooklyn, 
N. Y., preached here Sunday, taking for 
his subject: “ Outwitted by the W orld.” 
He took for his text St. Luke xvi, 8: 
‘‘Tho children of this world are in their 
generation wiser than tho children of 
light,” and delivered tho following dis­ 
course: 
That is another way of saying that 
Christians are not so skillful in tile m anip­ 
ulation of spiritual affairs as worldlings 
are skillful in the management of tem por­ 
alities 
I see all urouud me people who 
aro alert, earnest, concentrated, and skill­ 
ful in monetary adairs who In tho affairs 
of the soul are laggards, inane, inert. 
The great want of this world is more 
common sense in m att rs of religion. 
If 
one-half of the skill and forcefulness em­ 
ployed in financial affairs were employed 
in disseminating tho truths of Christ and 
trying to inako the world better within ten 
yeais tho last juggernaut would fall,JJthe 
last throne of oppression upset, tho last 
iniquity tumble, and the anthem th at was 
chanted over Bethlehem 
on Christmas 
night would ho echoed and re echood from 
all nations and kindred and people: ‘‘Glory 
to God in the highest;on oarth peace, good 
will to men.” 
Some years ago, on a train going to­ 
ward the Southwest, as tho porter of the 
sleeping car was making up the berths a t 
the evening tide, I saw a man kneel down 
to pray. Worldly people in the car looked 
on, as much as to say: 
“ W hat does this 
mean-” 
I suppose the most of the people 
in tho car thought that man was either in­ 
sane or that he was a fanatic; hut ho dis­ 
turbed no one when he knelt and lie 
turbcd no one when ho arose. 
In after 
conversation with him I found out th a t he 
was a member of a church in my own city; 
th at he was a seafaring man, and that ho 
was on his way to New Orleans to take 
command of a vessel. 
I thought then, 
as 
think now, th at ten such men—men with 
such courage for God as that man had— 
would bring the whole city to Christ; 
1,000 such men would bring this whole 
land to God; 10,000 such mon in a short 
time would bring the wholo earth into tho 
kingdom of Jesus. 
That ho was success­ 
ful in his worldly affairs I found out. 
T hat he was skillful in spiritual affairs 
you 
are well jtersuaded. 
If men had 
tho courage, the pluck, the alertness, the 
acumen, the industry, the common sense 
In m atters of tho soul that they have in 
earthly m atters this would bo a very 
different kind of a world to live in. 
In the first.place we want more common­ 
sense in tho building 
and < onduct of 
churches. 
Tho idea of adaptiveness is al­ 
ways param ount in any other kind of 
structure. 
If hankers meet together and 
they resolve upon putting up a hank, the 
bank is adapted to Lank purposes; if a 
m anufacturing company puts up a build­ 
ing, it is to bo adapted to m anufacturing 
purposes; but adaptiveness is not always 
tho question in the rearing of churches. 
In many of our churches we want more 
light, more room, more ventilation, more 
comfort. 
Vast sums of money are expend­ 
ed on ecclesiastical structures, and men sit 
down in them, ana if you ask a man how 
he likes tho church ho says: “ I like it very 
well, 
but I don’t hear.” 
As though a 
shawl factory were good enough for every­ 
thing hut making shawls. 
Tho voice of 
the preacher dashes against the pillars. 
Men sit down under tho shadows of the 
gothic arches and shiver, and feel they 
m ust bo getting religious, or something 
else, they feel sofuncomfortable. 
Oh, my friends, we want more common­ 
sense in the rearing of our 
churches. 
There is no excuse for lack of light when 
the heavens aro full of it; no excuse for 
lack of fresh air when tho world swims 
in it. 
It ought to bo an expression not 
only 
of 
our 
spiritual 
happiness, 
but 
of 
our 
physical 
comfort, 
when 
we 
say: 
“How 
amiable are 
thy tabernacles, O Lord God of hosts! A 
day 
in Thy 
courts 
is better than 
a 
thousand.” 
Again I rem ark: 
We 
want more com- 
mOn-sense in tho obtaining of religious 
hope. 
All men understand that in order 
to succeed in worldly directions they must 
concentrate. 
They think on th at one sub­ 
ject until their mind takes fire with the 
velocity of their own thobghts. 
All their 
acumen, all their strategy, all their wis­ 
dom, all their common-sense they put in 
th a t one direction, and 
they 
succeed. 
But how soklom it is true in the m atter of 
seeking after God. 
While no man expects 
to accomplish anything for this world 
w ithout concentration and 
enthusiasm, 
how many there are expecting after awhile 
to get into the kingdom of God without the 
use of any such means. 
A miner in Cali­ 
fornia many years ago held up a sparkle 
of gold until it bewitched nations. 
Tens of 
thousands of people left their homes. They 
took their blankets and their pick axes and 
their pistols and went to the wilds of Cali­ 
fornia. 
Cities sprang up suddenly on the 
Pacific 
const. 
Merchants put aside 
their 
elegant 
apparel 
and 
put on 
tho 
m iner’s garb. 
All 
tho 
land 
was full of talk about gold. 
Gold in the 
eyes, gold in tho ears, gold in the wake of 
ships, gold in’the streets—gold, gold, gold. 
Word comes to us th at tho m ountain of 
God s love is full of bright treasure; that 
men have I e^n digging there, and have 
brought up gold, and amethyst, and car­ 
buncle, and jasper, and sardonyx, and 
chrysoprasus, and all tho precious stones 
out of w hich tho walls 
of heaven were 
builded. 
Word comes Eof mon who, dig­ 
ging in th at mine for one hour, have 
brought up treasures worth more than all i ee^ing fi 
tho stars that keep vigil ovor our sick I JIL ^ 
and dying world. 
Is it a 
bogus com­ 
pany th at is formed? 
Is itj undeveloped 
territory? 
Oh, no, the story is true. 
There aro hundreds of people in this 
audience who would bo willing to rise and 
testify th a t’they had discovered th at gold 
and have it in their possessions. 
Notwith­ 
standing all this what is the circumstances? 
Ono would suppose that the announcement 
i would send tho people in great excitement 
up and down our streets, that at midnight 
men would knock at your door, 
asking 
how they m ight get those treasures. 
In­ 
stead 
of 
th at 
many 
of 
us 
put 
our 
hands behind 
our backs 
&q,d 
walk 
up 
and 
down 
in 
front 
of tho mine of eternal riches and say: 
‘Well,*if I am to be saved I will he saved; 
and if I am to he damned I will be 
damned, and there is nothing to do about 
it.” 
Why, my brother, do you not do 
th at w ay in business matters? 
W hy do 
you not to-morrow go to your store and 
sit down and fold your arms and say: “ If 
these goods aro to be sold they will be sold, 
and if they aro not to he sold they will not 
he sold; there is nothing for me to do about 
it.” 
No, you dispatch your agents, you 
p rint your 
advertisements, 
you adorn 
your show windows, you push those goods, 
you use tho instrum entality. 
Oh, that 
mon were as wise in tho m atter o ' |the 
soul as they aro wise in tho m atter of doh 
J^rs and cents! This doctrine of God**

They exerted greater power than any 
gun or cannon invented up to tho year 
I860, says a w riter in St. Nicholas. 
These 
battering-ram s were probably as effective 
in knocking down a wall or staving in the 
side of a ship as the best modem cannon, 
but for m aking a breach the guns are far 
superior. 
Such was the solidity and tim k- 
ness of the walls of Jerusalem that, 
Jose­ 
phus tells us, it took all of one night for 
an enormous battering-ram to dislodge 
four stones. 
Vitruvius has left us the description of a 
ram weighing 380,000 pounds, but proba­ 
bly the most celebrated of all the ancient 
moving-tower rams was that constructed 
by Demetrius I’oliocretes at tho siege of 
Rhodes. 
Tho base of tho tower was 75 
feet square. 
Tho ram itself was an assem­ 
bly of large, square beams resting on 
wheels in sizo proportioned to tho weight 
of tho structure, and all riveted together 
with iron. 
Tho felloes of tho wheels were 
threo feet thick and strengthened with 
iron 
plates. 
From each 
of

four 
angles 
of 
the 
tower a 
largo 
pillar 
of wood was carried up to a height 
of 150 feet, and these pillars were inclined 
toward one another. 
The tower had three 
stories, communicating by two staircases 
each. 
Three sides of the machine were 
plated with iron to protect them against 
flro. 
In front of each story there were 
loopholes, screened by leather curtains, to 
keep out darts, arrows, etc. 
Eacli story 
was provided with machines for throwing 
large stones and darts and in the lower 
story was the ram itself, th irty fathoms 
long and fashioned a t tho end into an iron 
beak or prow. 
The entire macliino was 
moved forward by 3,GOO soldiers. 
But it can easily be understood th at 
among so many men some m ust bo moro 
or less exposed to the enem y’s darts and 
arrows, and so to drive the enemy from 
tho halls and open places,

Lee Brown, of Edgerton, and City Mar­ 
shal Geo. Spangler,have worked hard to

For this purpose the inquest at Edgerton, 
has been adjourned from time to time 
until this morning. 
In the meantime 
the excitement of the people of Edger­ 
ton bas been raised to a white beat, each 
bour increasing their belief in the guilt 
of Metcalf. So strong was this excite­ 
ment that people strongly talked of or­ 
ganizing a mob and in oase the prisoner 
was taken back to Edgerton to testify be­ 
fore the coroner, they weald seize and 
lynch bim. Last evening Sheriff Bab- 
oook was infotmed that a mob bad been 
organized with the intention of lynching 
the prisoner in esse he was brought back 
to Edgerton this morning. 
Metcalf waB 
informed of this by Sheriff Babcock and 
the two officers from Edgerton, in th6 
hope of inducing him to tell all he knew 
about the old lady’s death. Metcalf be­ 
came very excited fearing the con­ 
sequences in case he was taken back 
to Edgerton. He called the sheriff and 
made a full confession, acknowledging 
that he killed the old woman. 
Metcalf, in his confession, stated sub­ 
stantially as follows: “ I killed the old 
lady about dusk on Sunday night.

came over to my house for some coffee; 
I was drunk and my wife was away from 
home at one of the neighbors. The old 
lady and I bad Beme words and I struck 
her with my fist, striking her just be~ 
hind the ear on the back of the neck*

Bliss, and that if his 
and experience, all the blessedness of 
* 
which he is susceptible. It may be that 
all of this is possible to no mao, but 
whether it is or not, nothing better can 
be conoaived for any. 
He most saves 
his life who comes nearest to this. 
Now look at the second quartion. What 
are tbe conditions needful to 
insure 
highest success for man? If tbe plant is 
to achieve success it must conform to 
tho laws which nature, that is, God, haB 
put into it and.over it. So with man. 
B a t since man is possessed of intellect % 
consciousness,freedom, conscience, etc., 
that which in the plant is a blind and 
passive conformity to law, in man must 
rise to a free conscious obedience to 
God. Thus absolute obedieuca to God 
is the sole condition of true and abid­ 
ing success. 
Obedient to God tbe man will freely 
adopt as his ideal that type of humanity 
whioh God reveals as highest, v iz :- 
Christ Jesus. 
Obedient to God he will also freely 
choose the divinely appointed means for 
the realization io himself of that exalted 
type. 
Obedient to God he will also ba cer­ 
tain of securing in the sum total of bis 
existence the greatest blessedness and 
will meet the minimum of discomfort 
This is true because God’s works are not 
so badly watched, neither is He, the ab­ 
solute love, so careless of his oreature's 
joys that there oan be a contradiction 
between tho consequences of obedience 
to Him, and the highest blessedness to 
those who obey. 
Here then are the [contrasted views of 
saving one’s life. 
On the one hand “ In­ 
dulge your natural desires,” or the other, 
“ Obey God.” In the animal world these 
are identical. Tho bee in doing what it 
likes is both doing the will of its creator 
and achieving largest success for itself. 
But si.?co man is a moral being, a free 
being, a sinful being in a community of 
sinful beings, needing moral discipline, 
his natural likes and dislikes and God’s 
demands do not always point the same 
way. Hence in his bosom there are con­ 
flicting forces. 
If he would live by the 
laws of his higher being be must often 
bid the clamorous voices of his natural 
appetites and impulses be still,must nail 
to the cross bis lower self. Let a man 
earnestly set himself at the task of obey­ 
ing God, of being true everywhere b d d 
always to his holiest (convictions, and he 
will soon find that he must give up bis 
self 
indulgence, 
that 
there is no 
path 
to 
highest life 
save 
that 
whioh leads 
to the cross of self- 
denial. There is no royal road to charac

A recent visit at Lacrosse revealed the 
work that can be done tor permanent 
improvement of a city that may suggest 
to some of our citizens the practicability 
of like enterprise* A few years eince, 
the cemeteiy lying at tbe northeast cf 
LaCrosse’s plat waa put in attractive 
form for drives, and was made approach­ 
able by public conveyance, so that now 
hundreds of citizens and strangers seek 
its grounds every week. The chief in­ 
strument in lifting these grounds to an 
inviting field for tbe admirers of parks 
or for reflection upon mortality, was J . 
W. Losey. 
The most prominent monument in 
this cemetery is a one stone granite 
shaft on tuitable base and rising forty 
feet, in commemoration of Ex-Governor 
W ashburn, and bearing a just tribute in 
the following phrase: 
“Cadwallader Colden W ashburn. Born 
at 
Livermore. Maine, April 
22, 1818. 
Died at Eureka Springs, Arkansas, May 
l l. 1882. An eminent .citizen, a noble 
statesman, a patriotic soldier; he won 
success in all lines of labor by energy* 
sagacity, perseverance and unswerving 
Uonesty. A liberal patron of science and i 
education, a pure philanthropist, he will 
live in the annals [of Wisconsin, his 
adopted, and of Minnesota, his neighbor 
state.” 
Now this cemetery made beautiful and 
attractive by the directive energy of one 
citizen, bears this monument to another 
whose good works are seen in many 
places, but at Lacrosse in an exquisite 
piece of architecture recently completed
